We, the teachers of Ada public 
schools, desire to submit to the 
public our position concerning 
the election of superintendent and 
our reasons for declaring oar* 
selves in such emphatic terms in 
favor of the retention of tee pres­ 
ent incumbent. 
We declare emphatically that 
the present organization of the 
schools is such that the citizens 
of Ada or any other city should 
be proud of. 
Superintendent, 
teachers and pupils working to­ 
gether as one for the best inter­ 
ests of the schools; that within 
one year’s time every vestige of 
disorganization has given way to 
good feeling, acute interest, im­ 
plicit obedience and absolute loy­ 
alty. 
How such an organization 
oould be effected in so short a 
time is nothing less than marvel­ 
ous to us. 
While we have done our best in 
all consciousness to contribute to 
the splendid condition that now 
exists, we d eclaim any merit of 
our own, knowing that the super­ 
intendent has been the heart and 
soul of every movement that has 
lent inspiration and emphasis to 
the progress of the schools during 
the year. 
He has sympathized 
with us. encouraged us, assumed 
our burdens, and in many in­ 
stances helped qs over seemingly 
insurmountable difficulties 
By his executive 
force and 
strong personality he has brought 
the pupil body up to the highest 
appreciation for us and for the 
school?, and he has quickened an 
interest that is phenomin&L 
The 
loyalty and interest of the pupils 
cannot be doubted. 
Voluntarily 
they assembled themselves to­ 
gether, some 400 or more, sent 


for the school board and pleaded 
for the rentention of Mr. Hen­ 
drix. 
Such appreciation is un­ 
precedented. They begged that 
the present pleasing conditions 
be continued. 
Later, 
when it 
became current, that the school 
board was determined to act with 
undue haste and elect a superin­ 
tendent one month ahead of tim e, 
we gave expression to our opin­ 
ion in the matter by submitting 
to the board the statem ent that 
we would not apply for reelection 
if Mr. Hendrix should not l>e 
retained.

In confusion we regret pro­ 
foundly to 'r>e required to make 
the above statements and admis­ 
sions and we most humbly sub­ 
mit to the will of those who have 
it in their power to make or un­ 
make the schools. 
We take this position, not be­ 
cause we want to dictate, but 
bocause the ethics of the profes­ 
sion demand it of us. 
We cannot 
withhold this statement from the 
public knowing as we do that an 
injustice has been done to the 
pupils, to the schools, to Mr. 
Hendrix and to the city of Ada; 
and we are sure that this same 
professional ethics would prevent 
the gentleman who was elected 
from accepting if he knew tee 
conditions as they really exist.

T he T enrher I* a Patriarchal G entlem an 
Seated on a Cotillion. 
If you can imagine a long room in a 
long house with thatched roof, dark 
plastered w alls, broad doorw ays closinl 
w ith paper covered latticed fram es 
which slide in grooves, bare floors cov­ 
ered w ith perfect flttiug straw m ats, 
some tiny tables, one by two feet iii 
size and eight inches high—lf you can 
imagine this, then you can conceive of 
an ancient schoolroom in Japan. 
Agaiu, if yon can imagine a patri­ 
archal 
old gentlem an, 
with 
sparse 
beard, a head half bald, a small twig 
of hair turned bark on the top of his 
head, then sea toil on a little m shion 
behind OIH* of tin* tiny tables on which 
is a flat stone inkstand, a m anuscript 
school book and a long bamboo pencil 
at one end of which is a tine pointnl 
brush for writing: then think of some 
tiny children—a half dozen probably— 
the lioys’ heads shaved, except for a 
circular hunch of hair exactly at the 
crown, the girls with long tassels of 
straight black hair hanging in front of 
each ear, all dressed iii little flowing 
garm ents w ith sleeves like the wings 
of birds—these children sitting behind 
other little tables, their brushes in 
hand, and w riting, from the teacher’s 
dictation, strange shaped characters on 
course copy book*- imagine this, and 
you have an ancient Japanese school 
in session, both teacher and pupils 
sitting nj am the floor. 
They never went beyond reading and 
counting upon the soro-ban (abacus). 
Tilings have changed now. 
The old 
has utterly passed aw ay. 
A most effi­ 
cient educational system. W estern in 
theory and practice, is now in full 
operation throughout Japan. 
Commo­ 
dious common schoolhouses, and im­ 
posing college and university buildings 
are (letted all ove# the country. 
A 
thoroughly 
graded 
system 
operates 
from the prim ary school to the Im­ 
perial University, which ranks with 
the highest Am erican institutions. The 
official 
or 
government 
schools 
are 
worked out to cover the whole field of 
education except the religious feature, 
and this they are endeavoring to sup­ 
ply by an eclectic system of morality, 
both Oriental and Occidental. 
Besides the regular course, which ex­ 
tends from the coronion school through 
the high common school, the middle 
school, the high school, to the univer­ 
sity. there are govern mi1 lit technical 
schools for every branch of trade and 
the 
professions -com m ercial, 
arm y. 
navy. agriculture, textile, mechanics, 
law. medicine, normal, language, etc. 
The government m aintains a tweets I 
school for the teaching of every modern 
language 
of 
im portance — English, 
French, 
German. 
R ussian, 
Spanish, 
Italian. Chinese and Korean. 
But the 
English language precedes all other 
languages, and it is making such rapid 
progress that It is destined to become 
the sicken language of the nation. 
One serious criticism A g a in s t Japan’s 
educational system is that it discour­ 
ages private schools. 
Pupils of pri­ 
vate schools of equal grade and e f­ 
ficiency w ith the government schools 
cannot pass on to the upper official 
schools with tin* same facility as pu­ 
pils of the governm ent schools. 
W hen 
we rem em ber thai 
the governm ent 
schools are lioi free schools, and that 
many excellent private schools sup­ 
ported by foreign capital give students 
an education practically free, this dis­ 
crim ination of the governm ent would 
seem to Im* unwise, and it is likely to 
be corrected in the near future. 
The American nation should lie espe­ 
cially proud of Japan** educational 
record, since it is from America th at 
Japan h a s.taken her lessons in W est­ 
ern learning.—H arper’* Weekly.
